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Wanted Now 


Application forms for for Old Age Pen- 
sions are now available in all post 
offices throughout Alberta, the re- 
gional director of Old Age Security, 
H. C, L. Gillman states. 

Persons who are already receiving 
Old Age Pensions do not have to fill 
out new application forms. Their 
names. and addresses are being ols 
tained from provincial records and 
transferred to federal lists without 
any action being required on their 
part. Alberta has approximately 18,- 
260 persons in this group, Those re- 
ceiving a $40 a month pension will 
have it continued at that level; those 
Nho are getting a partial pension 
will find it increased to $40, 

Alberta has approximately 25,000 
Dersons aged 70 or over not now get- 
ting pensions who will be eligible for 
a pension under the new program, 
Mr. Gillman said, It is essential, he 
emphasized, that these people send 
in their applications immediately so 
that proof of age and residmec2 in 
Canada may be checked and all ar- 
rangements completed for the first 
cheques to go out toward the end of 
next January, 

Delay in sending in an application 
may mean that the application can- 
not be put through in time for the 
January cheque issue. The lonyer 
the delay the less chance there is that 
the application can be handled ih 
time.

Builds Glider; 
Successfully Tested 


ROSETOWN, Sask. — Ralph Wise- 
man, manager of an automotive 
wholesale firm here has built himself 
a@ glider. The machine which re- 
quired 5,000 hours of work to build 
and cost $800 was successfully test- 
flown a short time ago. 

The glider which has a wing span 
of 46 feet is 18 feet long and weighs 
250 pounds. Of German design and 
built from blue prints printed in Ger- 
man it is one of three machines of 
this type in Canada. The leading 
edge of the wings and the front of 
the fusilage are built of 1/82 to 3/32 
inch birch plywood. Parts of the 
framework are made of spruce, while 
fittings and struts are metal. The 
glider's controls are the same as 
those in an airplane. 

In accordance with department of 
transport regulations the glider had 
to be test-flown nefore it could be 
licenced, Norman Bruce of Calgary 
a licenced glider pilot handled the 
machine on its maiden flight. 

Following the trial Mr, Bruce com- 
plimented Mr. Wiseman on an almost 
perfect job of building and stated the 
craft handled as well as commercial 
types. 

On the initial flight the glider at- 
tained an altitude of 300 feet and 
soared at a speed of about 380 m.p.h, 

Although having some experience 
in glider flying in his youth, Mr. 
Wiseman is not allowed to fly his new 
craft. He has yet to pass depart- 
ment of transport tests in order to 
qualify for a licence. 

Born at Moosomin Mr. Wiseman 
lived for several years at Swift Cur- 
rent where he received most of his 
education. He has been a resident of 
Rosetown since 1935.

Discovers New 
Form Of Rust 


WINNIPEG, Man.—Many varieties 
of whtat previously considered rust 
resistant are susceptible to a new 
form of rust, according to Dr. J. J. 
Christensen, a University of Minne- 
sota professor. 

The new type of rust is known as 
“15B", Christensen said,.and the gov- 
ernments of Canada, United States 
and Mexico are collaborating in their 
research work on resistance to this 
type. 

He told the Canadian Phytopatho- 
logical society here that the constant 
fear of agricultural scientists was 
the rise of a new rust against which 
there were no preparations. 

He said their work was further 
complicated because all types of rust 
strains did not behave alike in every 
country. 


Inspection Is Made 
Of Binder Twine 


Mechanization has not driven all 
the binders off the land and binder 
twine is still used on thousands of 
Canadian farms, 

Binder twine is one of the many 
farm supplies which is subject to in- 
spection by officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the interests 
of both the farmer and the reputable 
supplier, The twine, says A, C. Heise, 
assistant chief of the Department's 
inspection services is made in four 
qualities, 500 feet, 550 feet, 600 feet, 
and 650 feet, which designate the 
number of feet of twine there are in 
a pound, The 600 feet quality is 
most generally used. 

Inspection includes checking to see 
that the length in a pound of twine 
contains the footage claimed. Cana- 
dian made binder twine has a high 
reputation, and in recent years al- 
most all samples have been found 
satisfactory.

With nothing more than a change 
of clothes, a tooth brush “and the

Extract Wax 


From Sask. 
Lignite Coal 

SASKATOON. — Researchers 
at the University of Saskatche- 
wan are extracting wax from 
the province's lignite. 

Professors %. L. Eager and 8, D. 
Cavers, with graduate-student N. R. 
Dunne, have been able to extract the 
wax using a mixture of organic liq- 
uids as solvents, 

They have been able to get 3% 
to four per cent. of wax per weight 
of coal. It is not expected that ex- 
traction of the wax will lessen the 
qualities of the coal for fuel. 

Their “test tube” research is now 
being advanced one stage further. 
They: must determine whether it is 
economically feasible to extract the 
wax from the coal in commercia? 
quantities 

The project was started a year ago 
under the auspices of the Saskatche- 
wan research council with the object 
of finding new uses for lignite found 
in the southern part of the province. 

Until the Second World War, Ger- 
many supplied much of the world 
with wax from lignite. The wax was 
used in shoe and floor polishes, rub- 
ber extender, insulator, in inks and 
for leather dressings. 

The wax is dark brown or black, 
hard and brittle, and splinters and 
breaks into uneven pieces.

Plenty Of Funds 
Needed To Produce 
Canada's Oil Needs 


CALGARY. — How much money 
will have to be spent before Canada 
produces all the oil she needs? 

Up to $1,000,000,000 according to 
a booklet issued by the Western 
Canada Petroleum Association. 

G. W. Auxier, K§., executive vice- 
president of the association, said in 
“The Story of Oil” that at least 
$750,000,000 would be needed to pay 
for exploration and installation of 
necessary refining and marketing fa- 
cilities. 

Auxier said the money would have 
to come from Canadian business, 
from reserves accumulated by oil 
companies outside Canada, and from 
thousands of Canadians offering ven-

Canadian self-sufficiency in oil, he 
sald, would require reseryes about 
double the 1,100,000,000 barrels now 
proven, He added, however, that a 
vast area between the Arctic and the 
United States border and from the 
Rockies to southwestern Manitoba 
remained to be explored, 

Auxier said that in 1949 the oil in- 
dustry spent over $100,000,000 and 
recovered -$50,000,000 from oil sales 
over and above royalties. In 1950 
the expenditure was’ $150,000,000 and 
$73,000,000 was recovered over roye 
alties, 

The total 1950 investment, includ. 
ing pipelines and refineries, was 
$278,000,000.

Delicious ice cream has been made 
from sweet cream butter milk by re- 
search workers, An estimated 700,- 
000,000 pounds largely wasted or fed 
to animals, despite its high food val- 
ue, especially in protein and milk 
sugar. Its mse in food for humans 
thas been handicapped by its perisabil- 
ty and lack of good methods for pre- 
serving for storage and shipment. 
When dairy technologists developod' a 
method for preparing sweetened con- 
densed butter milk, they tried it out 
as an ice cream mix, Results ‘were 
so favorable, they anticipated a com- 
mecially prepared buttermilk ice 
cream as the long needed outlet. Sweet 
cream butter milk is the by product 
of churning sweet rather than sour 
cream in making butter. 


The provincial highways department

M. A. made strong representations to 
the provincia] authorities over pen 
alties being immposed on motorists 
for passing down grade on hills when 
traffic conditions made it apparently 
quit safe to do so, In one case the 
fine was $7 and in the other $50.

Now the 
provincial highways department is 
preparing a painted or “broken” ad- 
ditional centre line on hills which will 
indicate where it is safe for one car 
to pass another when going down 
hill. In such cases, the vision is 
such as to enable the driver of the 
passing car to be certain that traffic 
is clear ahead and there is no danger 
of an accident,
